AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND AMENDING CHAP. 
TER 4 OF ARTICLE V OF THE

Section 3600, In addition to

The accumulation and storage 
of abandoned, wrecked, dis- 
mantled, on inoperative ve- 
hicles or parts thereof on pri- 
vate or public property not in- 
cluding highways ts hereby 
found to create a condition tend- 
ing to reduce the value of private 
property, to promote blight and 
deterioration, to invite plunder- 
ing, to create fire hazards, to 
constitute an attractive nuis. 
ance creating a hazard to the 
health and safety of minors, to 
create a harborage for rodents 
and insects and to be injurious 
to the health, safety and general 
welfare. Therefore the pre- 
sence of an abandoned, wrecked, 
dismantled or inoperative ve- 
hicle or part ‘thereof, on pri- 
vate or public property not ine 
cluding highways, except as ex- 
pressly hereinafter permitted, 
is hereby declared toconstitute 
a public nuisance which may be 
abated as such in accordance 
with the provisions of this or- 
dirance. 

As used in this Ordinance: 

(a) The term ‘‘vehicle’’ 
means a device by which any 
person or property may be 
propelled, moved, or drawn up- 
on a highway, except a device 
moved by human power or used 
exclusively upon stationary 
rails or tracks. 

(b) The term “highway’’ 
means a way or place of whate 
ever nature, publicly maine 
tained and open to the use of 
the public for purposes of ve- 
hicular travel. Highway in. 
cludes street. 

(c) The term ‘‘public proper- 
ty’’ does not include ‘‘highway.”’ 

Section 3600.1. This Ordin- 
ance shall not apply to: 

(a) A vehicle or part thereof 
which is completely enclosed 
within a building in a lawful 
manner where it is not visible 
from the street or other public 
or private property; or 

(b) A vehicle or part there. 
of which ts stored or parked in 
a lawful manner on private pro. 
perty in connection with the 
business of a licensed dis- 
mantler, licensed vehicle 
dealer, a junk dealer, or when 
such storage or parking is ne- 
cessary to the operation of a 
lawfully conducted business or 
commercial enterprise. 

(c) A vehicle or part thereof 
which is located behind a solid 
fence 6 feet in height or which 
is not plainly visible from a 
highway. 

Nothing in this section shall 
authorize the maintenance of a 
public or private nuisance as 
defined under provisions of law 
other than Chapter 10 (com. 
mencing with Section 22650) of 
Division 11 of the Vehicle Code 
and this Ordinance. 

Section 3600.2. This Ordine 
ance is not the exclusive regu- 
lation of abandoned, wrecked, 
dismantled or inoperative vee 
hicles within the City. It shall 
supplement and be in addition to 
the other regulatory codes, sta. 
tutes, and ordinances hereto. 
fore or hereafter enacted by the 
City, the State, or any other le. 
gal entity or agency having 
jurisdiction. 

Section 3600.3. Except as oth. 
erwise provided herein, the 
provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be administered and en. 
forced by the City Manager or 
his agent. In the enforcement 
of this Ordinance such officer 
and his deputies may enter upon 
private or public property to 
examine a vehicle or parts 
thereof, or obtain information 
as to the identity of a vehicle 
declared to be a nuisance pur. 
suant to this Ordinance. 

Section 3600.4. When the City 
Council has contracted with or 
granted a franchise to any per- 
son or persons, such person or 
persons shall be authorized to 
enter upon private property or 
public property to remove or 
cause the removal of a vehicle 
or parts thereof declared to be 
a nuisance pursuant to this Or- 
dinance. 

Section 3600.5. The City 
Council shall from time totime 
determine and fix an amount to 
be assessed as administrative 
costs excluding the actual cost 
of removal of any vehicle or 
part thereof under this Ordin- 
ance. 

Section 3600.6. A public hear. 
ing shall Le held onthe question 
of abatement and removal of the 
vehicle or part thereof as an 
abandoned, wrecked, dis. 
mangled or inoperative vehicle 
and the assessment of the ad. 
ministrative costs and the cost 
of removal of the vehicle or 
part thereof against the proper- 
ty on which it is located. No. 
tice of hearing shall be mailed 
at least ten days before the 
hearing by certified mail, with 
a five-day return requested, to 
the owner of the land as shown 
on the last equalized City as. 
sessment roll and to the last 
registered and legal owner of 
record unless the vehicle is in 
such condition that identifica. 
tion numbers are not available 
to determine ownership. If any 
of the foregoing notices are ree 
turned undelivered by the United 
States Post Office, the hearing 
shall be continued to a date not 
less than ten days from the 
date of such return. 

Section 3600.7. Notice of 
hearing shall also be given to 
the California Highway Patrol 
identifying the vehicle or part 
thereof proposed for removal, 
such notice to be mailed at 
least ten days prior to the 
public hearing.

at the site. 

If it is determined at the 
hearing that the vehicle was 
placed on the land without the 
consent of the land owner and 
that he has not subsequently 
acquiesced in its presence, the 
City Council shall not assess ‘ 
costs of administration or re- 
moval of the vehicle against the 
property upon which the vehicle 
is located or otherwise attempt 
to collect such costs from such 
land owner. 

If an interested party makes 
a written presentation to the 
City Council but does not ap. 
pear, he shall be notified in 
writing of the decision. 

Section 3600.9. Five days af- 
ter adoption of the order de- 
claring the vehicle or parts 
thereof to be a public nuisance, 
five days from the date of 
mailing of notice of the de- 
cision if such notice is re- 
quired by Section 3600.8, or 15

Section 3600.10, Within five 
days after the date of removal 
of the vehicle or part thereof, 
notice shall be given to the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles i. 
dentifying the vehicle or part 
thereof removed. At the same 
time there shall be transmit. 
ted to the Department of Mo- 
tor Vehicles any evidence of 
registration available, includ. 
ing registration certificates, 
certificates of title and license 
plates. 

Section 3600.11. If the ad- 
ministrative costs and the cost 
of removal which are charged 
against the owner of a parcel 
of land pursuant to Section 
3600.8 are not paid within 50 
days of the date of the order, 
or the final disposition of an 
appeal therefrom, such costs 
shall be assessed against the 
parcel of land pursuant to Sec- 
tion 38773.5 of the Government 
Code and shall be transmitted 
to the tax collector for collec- 
tion, Said assessment shall have 
the same priority as other City 
taxes.
